Moscow’s Mule 


Dana Rohrabacher falls smitten with 
Russian strong man Vladimir Putin 


A t an Aug. 8 meeting of Newport 
Beach and Costa Mesa Tea Party 
Republicans, tears formed in 
Representative Dana Rohrabacher’s eyes, 
his tortoise-like

face contorted and 
his lips quivered, 
momentarily block¬ 
ing words from 
escaping. The 
audience—an over¬ 
whelmingly Cau¬ 
casian and elderly 
crowd of about 
150 people fond of 
Orange County’s 
senior, career poli¬ 
tician-remained 
hushed. Never known as a particularly 
friendly or sensitive man, Rohrabacher 
looked on the verge of crying. 

The 13-term congressman’s emotional 
scene, though odd, wasn’t the most bizarre 
thing. Beginning in the 1950s, this part of 
Southern California served as a symbolic 
ground zero in anti-Soviet, anti-com¬ 
munist sentiment. For his campaigns, 
Rohrabacher—a third-string celebrity 
on the right-wing’s rubber-chicken 
circuit—expertly strums the political 
veins of conservative families in these 
flag-waving neighborhoods. 

But Rohrabacher, who skipped mili¬ 
tary service during the Vietnam War to 
party and study literature in Los Ange¬ 
les, did the unthinkable at the Tea Party 
gathering. He took a story about Chech- 
nyan rebels massacring schoolkids in a 
Russian city and made it an example of 
how Americans mistreat Russia’s officials. 
“[The rebels] blew them up,” the congress¬ 
man declared. “One hundred forty kids 
blown to hell.” 

Teary-eyed, he paused, looked down 
and up, then said with a cracking voice, 
“We didn’t do anything to reach out 
to the Russians when they’d blown up 
their children.” 

This fascinating and erroneous asser¬ 
tion underscores the extent Rohrabacher 
is smitten with Putin and Russia. He sug¬ 
gests the fascist Russian president, notori¬ 
ous ex-KGB thug, looter of billions of dol¬ 
lars of his country’s assets, unapologetic 
enemy of individual liberty, police-state 
proponent and fan of the anti-American 
antics of Hugo Chavez is a better protec¬ 
tor of American security from Islamic 
terrorists than President Barack Obama. 
Because of their pathological hatred of 
the current leader of the free world, this 
OC crowd—lemmings to a person, appar¬ 
ently-accepted this notion without due 
derisive laughter. 

You might recall the school massa¬ 
cre happened in 2004, and Americans 
responded with horror that nationalistic 
terrorists with Islamic beliefs slaughtered 


innocent children in the former Soviet 
Union. In fact. Congressman Ed Royce 
(R-Fullerton) and Tom Lantos, a Califor¬ 
nia Democrat, quickly spoke on the floor 
of the House, expressing our nation’s 
“heartfelt condolences” and “sympathies' 
with victims of the attack. Several other 
Republicans joined in the sentiments on 
the record. 

Rohrabacher? Despite choking up this 
month about the nine-year-old incident, 
six days after the Russian trag¬ 
edy, he gave a speech on 


President Bill Clinton delivered a passion¬ 
ate, televised keynote address. Remarked 
Clinton, “I would like to thank the people 
of Russia for this gift of solidarity in the 
war on terror.” 

Rohrabacher is a fascinating speci¬ 
men to watch because of his willingness 
to simultaneously espouse hypocriti¬ 
cal stances with outward sincerity. For 
example, he mocks Obama for maintaining 
a working relationship with the Chinese 
instead of treating them as future battle- 
fleld opponents. “The theory is the more 
prosperous you make them and more nice 
you are to them, the tyrants and the gang¬ 
sters [Chinese officials] will become better 
people,” he told the Tea Party crowd. “It’s 
the hug-a-Nazi, make-a-liberal theory! 

That’s what I call it, and it 
has not worked!”

terrorism and didn’t 
feel the need to mention it. 

In fact, according to the Congressio¬ 
nal Record, he has never used his stage in 
the nation’s capital to complain about this 
alleged American failure. 

The congressman had another spurious 
leg in his guilt trip. “Has anyone seen the 
Russian monument to the victims of 9/11?’' 
he asked. “Does anyone even know about 
it? They built a huge monument in New 
Jersey right across from where, uh, uh, 
where the buildings were, where the tow¬ 
ers were. And there’s this huge teardrop 
with a reflection of the World Trade Cen¬ 
ter on it. We didn’t reach out when their 
kids were blown up.” 

Here again, Rohrabacher conjured up 
the idea that Americans display callous¬ 
ness to Russia’s kindness. In reality, at 
the monument’s dedication in 2006, ex-

rewarded it with applause. A 
slight smile cracked on the congressman’s 
face. The audience failed to understand 
he’s advocating that same hug-a-Nazi 
theory for Putin and that he proposed 
the hug-pro-al-Qaida-warlords theory in 
Afghanistan by recommending we pay 
them $1 billion in bribes from the U.S. 
Treasury, as well as build them a national 
water system free of charge. “I think we 
can buy goodwill,” he reasoned in 2010. 

But there are other problems for Rohra¬ 
bacher, who claims only idiots share 
American scientiflc and technological 
advancements with the Chinese. The 
red communists are, he says, hell-bent 
on “stealing our technology” and using it 
against us. They don’t always have to steal. 
Two-faced politicians sometimes hand it 


away. On Oct. 17,1993, Rohrabacher qui¬ 
etly signed a letter to then-U.S. Secretary 
of State Warren Christopher, urging the 
transfer of new American satellite technol¬ 
ogy to Beijing, a story I broke more than a 
decade ago. 

You know who advocated the hug-a- 
Nazi theory on China before Obama? 

“[Chinese Premier Zhao Ziyang’s] trip 
has solidifled the goodwill between us, and 
this morning, we will sign two agreements 
that represent measurable steps forward in 
the relations between our two countries,” 
President Ronald Reagan stated in January 
1984. “Cooperation between our two coun¬ 
tries in the area of science and technology 
not only contributes to the scope of human 
knowledge and to China’s own moderniza¬ 
tion, [but] it also cements the ties between 
the two countries.” 

(I’m guessing Rohrabacher’s hug-a-Nazi 
line wouldn’t have gone over so well with 
the Tea Party crowd if he had admitted 
Reagan, his hero and White House boss, 
practiced the theory.) 

At this point, the list of the congress¬ 
man’s boneheaded moves is approach¬ 
ing legendary status: Claiming vibrant 
democracy would result from George 
W. Bush’s invasion of Iraq; hailing 
Arnold Schwarzenegger as Califor¬ 
nia’s flscal savior; repeatedly hiring 
Jeffrey Ray Nielsen, an unrepentant 
molester of seventh- and eighth- 
grade boys, as his congressional 
aide; using public funds in 2007 
to “solve” the Robert F. Kennedy 
assassination that was solved 39 
years earlier; backing ally Dave 
Garofalo for Huntington Beach 
mayor before the man’s corruption 
conviction; backing Mike Carona 
for sheriff before that man’s cor¬ 
ruption conviction; predicting Chris 
Cox would be a superb chairman of 
the Securities and Exchange Commis¬ 
sion before the man lead the agency into 
horriflc scandals; lobbying on behalf of 
the Taliban as pro-democracy in the mid- 
1990s, when the terrorist group harbored 
Osama bin Laden; and claiming no anti¬ 
immigrant animus while calling Mexicans 
“Pedro” and “wetbacks.” 

But like the proverbial broken clock 
that accidentally flnds the correct time 
twice a day, the congressman got some¬ 
thing right at the Tea Party event: Edward 
Snowden, the former National Security 
Agency contractor who revealed the 
extent of government snooping. “He 
tipped off the American people as to what 
was going on,” said Rohrabacher, who 
refuses to label the revelations treason. 
“They want to keep a record of every 
phone call you have ever made and will 
make. That’s baloney! That’s garbage! 
That’s tyranny! That’s totalitarianism!” 

Putin must be tickled he has grabbed 
Rohrabacher’s affection. To this day, the 
Russian leader speaks fondly of the old 
Soviet Union, one of the most oppressive 
systems in world history. It’s no secret he 
climbed the ranks of the KGB by mastering 
the surveillance of his fellow citizens.

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The Hottest 
Hotrodder In 
the World Jr. 

Danny Thompson sets out to finish what his 
racing-legend father Mickey Thompson started 
before being murdered in 1988 — BY MATT COKER 






GOES SAFE/? 



O n one of those misty July mornings that are 
more common than sunny ones in Hunting- 
ton Beach this summer, two gray-haired guys 
face the opening of a garage in a nondescript 
industrial park, their hands outstretched as if receiving 
manna from the heavens. 

The manna is actually a rectangle of metal frame con¬ 
nected by chains to a forklift steered ever so slowly by a 
younger man. Between the forklift and the older gents is 
a platform on wheels for the cockpit section of a vehicle 
that will eventually weigh 5,500 pounds total—or about 
1.5 times the weight of a standard automobile. The 
platform will allow the cockpit, which is just back from 
a nearby machinist, to be wheeled around the Thomp- 
sonLSR shop. 

Just before touchdown, the older men call a timeout, 
kibitz, and then ask the forklift driver to rotate the frame 
a quarter turn forward so it doesn’t slip off the platform. 
Without a crew of many more men, this task will rely on 
gravity and the brute force of two middle-aged chaps who 
could be crushed with one mistake, although they person¬ 
ally seem more concerned about maintaining the health of 
V the cockpit. 

^ An observer feels his heart stop when the dead quiet in 
the garage is interrupted before touchdown by the racket 
pf wrenches that had been left inside the frame crashing 
like cymbals on the cement floor. A split second later: mis¬ 
sion accomplished. 

Danny Thompson, in the catcher’s position had that 
back area of his garage been a baseball diamond, has no 
time to celebrate. Time is of the essence if he is going to 
flnish his space-age streamliner in time to test it in early 
October at the Bonneville Salt Flats in Utah. But he needs 
help—morally, physically, especially flnancially—to reach 
his ultimate goal of driving Challenger 2.5 450 mph at 
Bonneville by October 2014, bringing the wheel-driven, 
land-speed record (the LSR of his shop’s title) back to his 
family. Over the past two years, Danny has had two days 
off from his quest to Anally flnish what his racing-legend 
father Mickey Thompson couldn’t complete back in 1988, 
back when Mickey pulled his iconic dragster out of stor¬ 
age, secured a crew and sponsorships, and asked Danny to 
go behind the wheel and bring back the land-speed crown 
to the Thompson clan. 

“That was a huge deal,” Danny says in his shop, refer¬ 
ring both to racing history and his own chance for spe- 
ial father-and-son bonding with Mickey. 

Three weeks later, he was murdered.

A lhambra-born Marion Lee 
“Mickey” Thompson was a 
champion racer of vehicles on 
and off the roads, and “The 
Speed King” achieved more individual 
speed records than any other person, liv¬ 
ing or dead. He’s credited with being the 
first manager of Lions Drag Strip near 
Long Beach in 1955; fielding teams for the 
Indianapolis 500; and creating the sanc¬ 
tioning bodies SCORE International, for 
desert rally races, and Mickey Thompson 
Entertainment Group, for other off-road 
vehicles and indoor motocross. He also 
helped to take motocross from dirt tracks 
in the middle of nowhere to large stadi¬ 
ums in big cities. 

His Mickey Thompson Performance 
Tires company, whose genesis was the 
thin rubber tires he custom-made for 
Challenger I to go after the land-speed 
record in 1960, would go on to outfit Indy 
cars after the business opened in 1963. A 
member of the Motorsports Hall of Fame 
of America, the International Motorsports 
Hall of Fame and the Automotive Hall of 
Fame, the National Hot Rod Association 
(which ranked Thompson No. 11 among 
the top 50 drivers from 1951 to 2000) 
dubbed him “the quintessential California 
hot rodder” when it inducted him into its 
Hall of Fame. 

“The Hottest Hotrodder in the World,” 
a December 1959 Popular Science article 
on Thompson, described Challenger I as 
“the fastest U.S. car ever built,” seeking to 
achieve what no other driver of a piston- 
driven vehicle had achieved at that point: 
400 mph. But the then-31-year-old El 
Monte resident was already dreaming up 
ways of taking his “gas-turbine job” up 
to perhaps 500 mph, something that still 
has never been done, save for jet-powered 
land-speed cars that are actually rockets 
on wheels. 

Thompson kept pen, pencil and paper 
on his nightstand because, as his then-wife 
(and Danny’s mother) Judy explained to 
Popular Science reporter Wesley S. Gris¬ 
wold, Mickey would come up with his best 
ideas in the middle of the night. A high- 
school graduate with no formal training, 
he was considered a natural-born engineer, 
credited with having invented—through 
trial and error—the “slingshot dragster,” 
which put the engine in the back of the car 
to create maximum thrust and traction, a 
design he’d parlay into Challenger I. 

Griswold got at what a family effort 
going after the land-speed record has been 
for the Thompson family in this passage: 

What is it like to cover the ground 
that fast? 

“It’s like trying to follow a road that is 
disappearing over the edge of the world,” 
Thompson says. 

And how does Mrs. Thompson, a young 
mother of two appealing youngsters, feel 
about her husband’s obsession with speed? 

“It’s fine with me,” declares Judy 
Thompson. “I’ve always said that if 
Mickey were a flagpole sitter. I’d be right 
up on a pole alongside.” 

The writer went into that section of his 
story with an aside on what would prove

to be the first of three times Thompson 
was snakebit trying to break the land- 
speed record at Bonneville. Unseasonably 
early fall rains in the northwestern Utah 
desert in 1959 softened the pavement- 
hard surface of the salt flats, spoiling 
Thompson’s initial efforts to beat the 
394.19 mph speed set by Great Britain’s 
John Cobb. Thompson had to be satisfied 
with 367.83 mph. 

He did achieve international fame dur¬ 
ing his second effort in 1960, as the first 
American to surpass the 400 mph barrier, 
hitting the 406.60 mph mark that also 
broke Cobb’s one-way record of 402 mph. 
However, the rules of Bonneville are that 
one’s speed going one direction is com¬ 
bined with the speed going the opposite 
direction, and the average of both repre¬ 
sents the official speed. The Challenger 
I axle broke on its return run; with that 
half-trial, no record was set. 

That sent Thompson back to the shop 
to create Challenger II. At the time. Sports 
Illustrated called it “a rolling textbook 
in sophisticated automotive design.” An 
article in Dragzine stated, “Compared 
to the blunt Yankee hot rod character of 
the Challenger I, the Challenger II was 

a technological tour-de-force_The 

two-engined vehicle, cigar-shaped and 
clad in a skin of hand-formed aluminum, 
was built at a blistering pace and rolled 
out the back doors of Mickey’s shop after 
just five months of construction. Early 
function testing proved extremely propi¬ 
tious, and the crew celebrated trial speeds 
approaching 400 mph.” 

While jet-propelled cars took over 
Bonneville by 1968, lugging beasts that 
generations of kids would remember 
from pictures in the Guinness Book of 
World Records, Thompson returned with 
Challenger II for a third time, with an 
obsession to finally be recognized for hav¬ 
ing driven the fastest piston- and wheel- 
driven car on the planet. Unfortunately, 
heavy rains turned the salt flats into a 
lake. Foiled again. 

He had every intention of returning the 
next year, but support from Ford Motors, 
Gulf Oil and Reynolds Aluminum seemed 
to evaporate overnight, following the cue 
of America’s big three auto manufacturers 
pulling back from racing in 1969. Thomp¬ 
son, who by then was consumed with his 
thriving businesses and the drag-racing 
and off-road scenes, quit racing and 
mothballed the land-speed project. 

Challenger II remained in storage for 
the next two decades. Then, in late 1987, 
Mickey contacted Danny, who by then 
was a successful racing driver of his own, 
to say he wanted the land-speed record. 
Mickey’s declining health would keep 
him from driving, so he agreed to take 
care of the financing and engineering, and 
Danny would pilot the car—to keep the 
record in the family. 

The plans were set. But on the morn¬ 
ing of March 16,1988, Thompson was 
stopped at his Bradbury estate by an 
intruder, who shot and wounded him and 
dragged him into the driveway. A second 
gunman came out from nowhere to shoot 
and kill his second wife, Trudy, then 
walked back up to Mickey—who was » 
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being watched over by the first shooter— 
and executed “The Speed King” with a 
bullet to the head. 

The Thompsons together were shot six 
times, but neighbors heard no gunshots, 
only Trudy’s screams. Witnesses also said 
they saw two black men ride bicycles 
into the woods surrounding the Thomp¬ 
son home that were too thick for cars 
and trucks. Four hours after the shoot¬ 
ings, a gray, 10-speed Columbia-model 
bicycle was found down the hill from the 
Thompsons’ residence. 

It remained a cold case for 13 years, 
despite Thompson’s sister, Collene Camp¬ 


Goodwin, the only witness to the killings 
was a 14-year-old girl. At the six-week- 
long trial, Goodwin’s attorney presented 
testimony from a psychologist who said 
memories fade quickly and suggested a 
13-year-old identification would not be 
trustworthy. Lacking direct evidence, 
the prosecution put on a circumstantial 
case, alleging that Goodwin arranged 
the slayings out of revenge. Both he and 
Thompson had become rich together 
staging motocross events in stadiums, but 
their business relationship soured, and 
the Thompsons won a legal judgment of 
more than $700,000 against Goodwin.

bell, the former mayor of San Juan Cap¬ 
istrano, pressing authorities for action. 
Then a couple who saw a television pro¬ 
gram about the unsolved mystery came 
forward to say they had seen Michael 
Frank Goodwin, Mickey’s former busi¬ 
ness partner, casing the Thompson home 
with binoculars before the slayings. 

Goodwin was originally charged in 
Orange County Superior Court with 
the murders, but a state appeals court 
overturned that case on jurisdictional 
grounds. On June 8,2004, Goodwin was 
formally charged in Los Angeles County 
Superior Court. A judge in Pasadena 
ordered Goodwin to stand trial for the 
murders two years later. 

Besides the couple who fingered 


Witnesses would tell the court they heard 
Goodwin say before the double homicide 
he wanted Thompson dead. 

The defense contended the killings 
occurred during a botched robbery 
attempt. But Trudy was still wearing 
$70,000 worth of jewelry when she was 
found, and she and her husband had 
$4,000 in cash on them. 

On Jan. 4, 2007, the jury found Good¬ 
win guilty of two counts of murder. He 
was sentenced to two consecutive life- 
without-parole terms. The judge also 
denied a defense motion for a new trial. 
Mickey’s first wife, Judy Creech of Hun¬ 
tington Beach, was in the courtroom for 
the verdict, as was her son Danny, who 
later told The Orange County Register’s 
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Frank Mickadeit the jury’s decision made 
him feel “100 pounds lighter.” 

ickey Thompson never 
wanted his only son to race. 

“That’s because of the 10 
guys who were closest to him, 
eight died racing,” Danny Thompson 
recalls as he holds a space-age part from 
Challenger 2.5. 

But the younger Thompson would not 
be denied. He began racing motocross 


his neck, both legs and—three different 
times—his back. 

On the highlights side, Danny won the 
opening night of the Mickey Thompson 
Off-Road Grand Prix and was a paid 
driver at different times for Ford and 
Chevrolet. He retired from racing in 
1995, the same year he moved his family 
to Colorado. He has served as president 
of the Mickey Thompson Entertainment 
Group and later as a consultant to enter¬ 
tainment, promotional and safety firms.

behind the old man’s back. “I didn’t want 
my ass kicked,” he explains with a laugh. 

He’d win his first 18 consecutive 
events on the circuit. But at a dirt track 
in the Mammoth Lakes area, Danny 
turned around in the pit area to find 
Mickey glaring at him. The son would 
go on to win his first two races that 
day—before crashing in the third. It 
didn’t matter: his father supported 
and accepted him as a racer after that. 
Mickey even allowed Danny to be his 
CO- driver in off-road races in Baja. But, 
as fathers and sons are wont to do, they 
“butted heads. A lot.” 

Danny decided to rebel by going into 
Formula racing, something Mickey 
opposed out of safety concerns. Justified 
safety concerns: During his racing career, 
which also included stints with Supervees 
and GRA Sprint Gars, Danny would break 


He was a Ford representative, and he 
still does promotional work for Mickey 
Thompson Performance Tires, which is 
now owned by Gooper Tires. A large illus¬ 
tration of the logo of his dad’s old com¬ 
pany hangs in the ThompsonLSR shop. 

Does Danny think, in the words of 
Lightning McQueen, the “need for speed” 
is in his blood? 

“It absolutely is.” 

But Ghallenger II had to wait. Over¬ 
come by grief immediately after his 
father’s death in 1988, Danny had put 
the car and Mickey’s other belongings in 
long-term storage. He would not see the 
car for another 15 years. 

He had only been to Bonneville as a 
child, but he began thinking about the salt 
flats in 2002. 

“I’ve done all sorts of other things,” 
he says. “I’ve driven Formula cars, off- » 
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road stuff, motorcycles. I drove a Ford 
for three years; I was a paid driver. But I 
came back to Bonneville. It’s like where 
a son was born, and a dad died. I kind 
of stopped going there voluntarily after 
my dad died. But I asked myself, ‘What 
do you do now?’ As I got older, I started 
thinking about Bonneville again.” 

Danny was invited in 2003 to drive a 
newly restored small streamliner that had 
once belonged to Mickey. He’d go on to 
become a world-record holder in multiple 
classes. In 2007, he built and piloted the 
world’s fastest Ford Mustang in partner¬ 
ship with Hajek Racing. 

In 2010, the 50th anniversary of 
Mickey’s remarkable 406.60 mph run in 
the Challenger I, Danny came up with 
the idea to bring Challenger II back to 
the flats. With all the advancements in 
engines, materials and technology, it 
would have been easier to build a rig 
from scratch, but Thompson wanted to 
honor his father’s faith in the streamliner. 
Danny left Colorado and set up his shop 
in Huntington Beach for the Challenger 
II remodel. 

“I’m getting goosebumps just talking 
about it; I want to do it for him,” he says 
nodding toward a large black-and-white 
portrait hanging in the garage of his 
father at Bonneville. “I want to flnish 
what he almost did when he went 406.6 
in ’60. Now, we’re going to do it.” 

Keep in mind that since 1947, only 11 
people have gone faster than 400 mph in 


a car that wasn’t a jet rocket on wheels. 
And while Danny has driven dragsters, he 
has never been in a missile like the one 
he’s itching to ride 450 mph in Utah. The 
closest he came was three years ago in a 
lower-class vehicle that, once it hit 264 
mph, flew 25 feet into the air for more 
than 1,000 feet before it rolled seven 
times. (Do a YouTube search for “Danny 
Thompson racing crash.”) 

“That’s something I never want to 
experience again,” he says, shaking his 
head. “Driving on salt is like driving on 
snow and ice. You’re slipping like heck.” 

Not that it’ll stop him from getting into 
the cockpit of Challenger 2.5. 

“I need to flnish what he started,” Danny 
repeats of his father. “Plus, I want to go fast 
really bad. I’m six years older than he was, 
but I’m full of piss and vinegar.” 

W hen the Challenger 2.5 
project started, Danny 
was alone. He isn’t any¬ 
more. You’ll just about 
always find him with two Orange County 
fabricators in his garage. Two machinists 
from San Diego County drive up at least 
twice a week. Specialists from other 
nearby shops get some of the work. Tim 
Gibson, an aero engineer going back to 
his days at Boeing and later a crewman 
for former drag racer Kenny Bernstein, 
has stepped into Mickey Thompson’s 
shoes as the project engineer. 

The outward appearance will be similar 
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to the Challenger II, although as Danny 
shows me a small model of the 2.5 in the 
shop, he explains the tail will stick out 
farther and swoop upward. Otherwise, the 
chassis, aerodynamics and hand-formed 
aluminum skin will be the same. Hun¬ 
tington Beach custom painter Chip Foose, 
whom you may recognize from Overhau¬ 
lin’ on the Velocity channel, will transform 
that skin, which on this day is piled up in 
a corner of ThompsonLSR and resembles 
the dull side of aluminum foil. 

Instead of twin Ford 427s, 2.5 is pow¬ 
ered on either side of the cockpit by a pair 
of dry-block, nitro-fueled Hemi V8 engines 


Primary stopping power is provided by 
dual parachutes that deploy 4-foot blos¬ 
soms. Four carbon-fiber disc brakes are in 
place “just in case.” 

The team will be aiming for speeds 
around 350 mph in this October’s planned 
test run. But adding horsepower and 
speed is not nearly as difficult as raising 
money for a project estimated to cost $4 
million by the time all is said and run. 

Nothing on the streamliner has come 
off the shelf; ever 5 l;hing is a one-off built 
specifically for that car. Danny points 
around his shop to a $6,000 part here or a 
$17,000 part he’s lacking over there.

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in an all-wheel-drive configuration. The 
engines are dry blocks or waterless, so all 
cooling is provided by the fuel. (I’m told 
that since my visit, vents have been added 
to the front to cool the engine even more.) 
Overall horsepower will approximately 
double, from 600 front engine and 1,200 
rear engine to an even 2,000 per. In other 
words. Challenger II was 1,800 horse¬ 
power; 2.5 is 4,000 horsepower It’s esti¬ 
mated that to go 10 mph faster requires 110 
more horsepower, Danny explains. 

“We’re trying to pierce a hole in 
the wind.” 

The front of the streamliner will 
house two 30-gallon, aluminum fuel 
tanks holding just enough nitromethane 
for one full-speed pass. The car ends its 
runs nearly 500 pounds lighter due to 
fuel consumption. 

Thompson showed off the twin 
three-speed gear boxes that will link the 
engines together and counterbalance 
output, a marked improvement over what 
he calls the original “split gas pedal and 
Mickey’s intuition” mechanism. Danny 
then holds up the original pedals and 
shows how, with his feet, Mickey would 
use “feel” to propel his machine forward. 

“There’s no way I would get in there 
with that,” Danny says with a laugh. 

The tires—custom-made by Mickey 
Thompson Performance Tires, of 
course—are a prototype nylon weave 
backed with banded steel. There is only 
one-32th of an inch of rubber, as any 
more would spin off due to heat and 
expansion. They will expand three-quar¬ 
ters of an inch during a super-speed run, 
Thompson explains. 


“We’re really struggling financially,” 
he confides. “That’s why I went to Kick- 
starter. I’m hoping to raise $200,000.1 
can spend $50,000 a week really easily.” 

Yes, Mickey did not have the luxury of 
crowdfunding back in the day. Danny’s 
Kickstarter campaign (at kck.st/18xEkT4), 
with 29 days to go as of Aug. 11, had 107 
backers pledging $20,502 toward the 
$200,000 goal. The page breaks down 
what donors at different levels receive for 
their contributions, from custom stick¬ 
ers and hard-to-find Mickey Thompson 
decals for those who give $25 or more to 
one’s company logo on Challenger 2.5 and 
honorary crew-member status for those in 
the $10,000 club. Rewards are scheduled 
to be distributed by December. 

Thompson is also kicking up public 
interest by allowing voting through his 
often-updated thompsonlsr.com site on 
naming the streamliner and the paint 
scheme Foose is to apply after testing and 
in time for the record runs. 

The major engineering and construc¬ 
tion hurdles have been cleared, and fab¬ 
rication, plumbing and electrical work 
remain. Besides paying for needed parts, 
having more money would increase the 
number of people who would be working 
in the shop, which would make it easier to 
achieve the deadlines Thompson has set. 

If he doesn’t jump out of his skin 
before then. 

“It’s a bitchen project,” he says with 
a broad smile. “It’s a project of my dad’s 
that I get to finish_It’s a labor of love.” 

Cue the twinkle in his eyes. 

“And I’m going to get to go real fast!”

■ might be the last food writer left in 
Southern California, if not the country, 
who still takes the humble teriyaki bowl 
seriously, who pays attention to details 
such as the viscosity of a teriyaki sauce 
and how well the rice clumps at par¬ 
ticular shops, who'll debate his friends 
about the merits of MOS 2 in Anaheim 
vs. MOS 2 in SanTana the way Lincoln 
went at it with Douglas. For all other 
critics, the teriyaki bowl is just gut filler, 
slop for the lowest classes; for me, it's 
a meal of immigrant aspirations, from 
the Japanese immigrants in Hawaii 
who modified their homeland's grilling 
techniques for American palates to the 
Mexicans in Southern California who 
claimed the dish as their own during 
the 1980s and 1990s to the Koreans who 
now run the majority of teriyaki-bowl 
palaces in Orange County. 

All of this comes to a delicious head 
at Yogis (yep, no apostrophe) Teriyaki 
House in Tustin. It has no relation to 
the chain of the same name, nor should 
it: This is a superior product, down to 
the well-kept booths and a flat-screen 
television that always airs The Price 
Is Right. Service is blindingly fast and 
to order because the menu is simple: 
bowls, plates and a couple of appetiz¬ 
ers, with chicken, shrimp, beef and 
veggies being the only options. The rice 
breaks off into concave chunks that slip 
nicely onto forks; the chicken and beef 
get sliced and charred into perfect nubs. 
A small order is a large; a large can feed 
a cubicle team. Of special note is the 
house-made teriyaki sauce, a bit stron¬ 
ger on the ginger, stickier and sweeter. 
The only qualms I have with Yogis House 
is the choice of Tabasco overTapatio 
and the lack of horchata to wash every¬ 
thing down, but it doesn't matter; the 
majority of eaters here are Mexicans 
and other working-class folks, all drawn 
to a meal that's simplistically beautiful. 

And to those of you who'll get freaked 
out by the aggressive proselytizing by 
Yogis' Christian owners: Get over it. 

Sure, eating underneath a wooden sign 
that proclaims, "Jesus is the Lord of this 
House" and seeing a shout-out to Acts 
16:31 on the takeout menu is disconcert¬ 
ing, but you don't care while scarfing 
down a double-double, do you? Besides, 
the miracle of the fish and loaves? First 
mention by the Apostles of the holy 
bounty that is a teriyaki bowl.

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ened by dark roux, the spicing and flavors 
that come from the so-called “holy trinity” 
(the Cajun/Creole mirepoix of bell pep¬ 
pers, onion and celery) wholly melded and 
working as one. I asked for a mild spice 
level, but the couple next to me opted for a 
level 10, which seemed masochistic. 

That there are excellent dishes com¬ 
ing out of the kitchen that do not involve 
the steam kettles is further proof the 
restaurant is better than its gimmick. The 
catfish po’ boy is delicate, wonderfully 
light, the shimmer of its pan-fried corn- 
meal crust just thin enough it breaks into 
shards the minute I sink my teeth into the 
sandwich. Also on offer: shrimp, chicken 
and oyster po’ boys, some blackened, but 
all served with Cajun spice-dusted fries 
that hit my nostrils before they touched 
my lips. 

Oysters can also be procured raw on 
the half-shell over ice or baked as a Rock¬ 
efeller or, better yet, smothered in a spicy 
house-made peanut butter sauce embel¬ 
lished with bacon and scallions. Also 
wonderful: an appetizer of bacon-wrapped 
shrimp I could eat by the dozen, each giant 
prawn tightly swaddled inside a perfectly 
deep-fried bacon cocoon and served with 
a mustard sauce that’s as essential as the 
other two ingredients. But perhaps the 
most convincing evidence I found that Rit¬ 
ter’s is already the best Cajun restaurant in 
OC? The red beans and rice: a substantial 
$3 side dish with bits of andouille and 
cooked, no doubt, in a cheap aluminum 
stock pot hidden somewhere in the back, 
unseen and unsung.

E veryone who sat at the counter in 
front of the steam kettles had ques¬ 
tions. “How does it work?” “How 
much did it cost to install?” Chef Ritter 
(and that’s what he goes by—no other 
name), partner of his namesake restaurant, 
is more than happy to answer. He tells me 
a big boiler in the back pumps the steam 
through a network of pipes. The metal 
tubing eventually ends up here, heating 
up the row of 12 stainless-steel kettles and 
what looks like exposed plumbing. Ritter 
then reveals to the couple sitting next to 
me that the units cost $3,000 each. Is it 
really that efficient? Is it really that much 
better than cooking on a regular stove? 
Ritter says so. 

And I’m apt to believe him. The way 
he cooks, six orders at a time, sure looks 
efficient. There’s no wasted movement, 
no waiting for the pans to heat up, no 
chance for his sleeves to catch fire. I was 
mesmerized. As though a priest blessing 
his congregants with holy water, he flicks 
minced garlic into each kettle with tongs, 
then squirts in some oil. He deposits a pre¬ 
measured amount of raw seafood into one, 
chicken in another, sauteing them. Next, he 
ladles in prepared simmering sauces from 
a big container. Seconds later, the stews 
begin to bubble, the whole thing roiling, 
sputtering as if a witch’s brew. The smells 
are intoxicating. After a few minutes, a 
clean bowl is set underneath, and with a 
quick pull of a lever, the whole thing piv¬ 


ots, pouring out the orders of jambalaya, 
etouffee, gumbo and seafood pasta. Ritter 
plops a scoop of rice on top of a bowl of 
etouffee before he hands it off to a server. 

The first set of orders done, he turns on 
the water from a long-necked spigot and 
scrubs each kettle clean with a wad of steel 
wool. Soon, he’s ready to cook the next 
round. The setup, I realize, is essentially a 
stove and a sink put together, and it isn’t the 
first time a cooking method has headlined 
a restaurant in OC. Yeah, Noah Blom over 
at ARC Restaurant cooks everything on a 
wood fire as if he’s Daniel Boone. At Ritter’s, 
it’s as though Emeril went steampunk. 

No matter how novel the steam-heated 
kettles are, this restaurant wouldn’t work if 
Ritter didn’t already know his way around 
New Orleans cuisine. He honed his craft at 
a little-known Vegas restaurant called Oys¬ 
ter Bar at Palace Station. The same kettles 
have been a fixture there for years, and the 
menu at Ritter’s is almost a word-for-word 
copy of the Sin City restaurant’s. The price 
points are also similar—around $20 for a 
large bowl that can easily feed two. 

The most popular dish is the pan roast, 
a big bowl of a glorious, orange-tinted 
gravy cooked with shrimp, crab, clams and 
lobster. Akin to tikka masala, it’s just as 
creamy, just as tangy of tomatoes, the silken 
stew meant for consumption with plenty 
of rice. But then so is just about ever 5 l;hing 
else. The etouffee, a simpler—but by no 
means lesser—dish, is full-bodied, thick¬

A Lunatic Behind 
the Asylum 

Greg Daniels of the Haven Collective 


W e did an On the Line interview 
with Greg Daniels in 2010, when 
Haven Gastropub in Old Towne 
Orange was blowing up. Now, he’s associ¬ 
ated not only with another Haven (in Pasa¬ 
dena), but also an asylum (Taco Asylum in 
Costa Mesa) and a local market (Provisions 
in Old Towne Orange). We were curious 
whether his views about certain questions 
have changed.... 



OC WEEKLY: Whafs your favorite item at 
Taco Asylum? 

GREG DANIELS: The rabbit taco. Our 
rabbit comes from Hidden Haven Farms, a 
family-run farm in San Diego County. We’ve 
developed a great relationship with the 
farmer, who picks up our spent grain from 
Haven Brewing and uses it to feed her pigs. 
Let’s set the record straight: Do you use 
humanely raised meats? 

Yes, all of our meats are humanely and 
naturally raised. In the end, you still 
have to slaughter the animal to eat it, so 
there’s always going to be someone who 
has a problem with that, and that’s fine. 

I don’t have a problem with vegetarians, 
but if you’re going to start a debate, let’s 
talk about the extreme pillaging of the 
rainforests for the production of “meat- 
free” soy products. One day, we’ll have 
destroyed the Amazon. And then, per¬ 
haps, the topic will change. 

Favorite meal growing up: 

My grandmother worked as the head 
waitress at the Chris’ & Pitt’s in Whittier 
for more than 20 years. It was my first 
real introduction to the restaurant indus¬ 
try. It’s where I learned about the special 
friendships, camaraderie and different 
way of life [that those in the restaurant 
industry lead]. The blue cheese dressing 
still sets the standard in my book. Even 
today, you can get a steak for less than 
$20—a Porterhouse steak for $22. 


On THE Line

How does Haven in Pasadena dijferfrom 
the one in Old Towne Orange? 

First, Haven Gastropub + Brewery in 
Pasadena is home to Haven Brewing. 

We have a more extensive tap list, and 
the restaurant is larger in space. I’ve 
appointed a different chef de cuisine in 
each location, so you can find slightly dif¬ 
ferent specials, but you’ll always be able 
to find our core items, such as the Haven 
burger and mac and cheese. 

Weirdest customer request (and did you 
do it?): 

We have one regular at Haven Gastropub 
who will occasionally bring his own food 
for us to cook for him. He brings in his 
catch from fishing that day, and we pre¬ 
pare a meal out of it. It’s not that odd of 
a request, but how many people ask their 
favorite restaurant to cook something 
they caught? 

Sum up Provisions to someone not familiar 
with it. 

Provisions has been referred to as an 
“adult candy store” on more than one 
occasion. It’s a haven for the craft-beer 
enthusiast, with more than 600 beers in 
the bottle and 30 on tap. There’s more 
than just beer here—we feature upward 
of 120 thoughtful cheeses, a great menu 
of sandwiches and toasts, and countless 
artisan products, many of which are from 
here in OC. The concept, as a whole, is 
meant to be a community market. A place 
at which locals can drop in, grab some 
provisions for their home and maybe have 
a beer with their friend. 

We spotted some new menu items over at 
Provisions. Tell us more about them. 

The biggest focus at Provisions has been 
on sandwiches. One of my current favor¬ 
ites is the Coppa Cabana, our take on a 
Cubano. We’ve added a couple of great 
vegetarian options—one called Meat Is 
Murder, with smooth garlic hummus, 
pickles, bell peppers, spicy harissa and 
preserved lemon aioli. 

Favorite places to eat (besides your own): 

I really love this spot in Huntington 
Beach called Da Hawaiian Kitchen. 
There are so many places like this in 
Orange County, but these guys do it 
right. Lots of flavor, lots of pride in 
the food they’re serving. And it’s close 
to home. I also love one of the newest 
additions to Old Towne Orange, LinX. 
I’m always looking for something new 
in Orange County. I’m really looking 
forward to the Blind Pig opening in 
Rancho Santa Margarita.

Mustard’s looks to the Windy City for 
its hot-dog inspiration 


S outhern California is the land 
of the hamburger, so much so 
that we’ve left the equally as 
all-American hot dog to wallow in its 
bacon-wrapped solitude. Forgetting the 
LA-reclaimed Sonora dog or the recent 
attempts to overstuff buns with off ingre¬ 
dients until they achieve knife-and-fork 
status (see: the Dogzilla truck), there is 
little regional identity when it comes to 
these classic meat missiles. So it’s nice 
when a place just throws up its hands 
and dedicates an entire little snack stop 
to Chicago’s hot-dog culture, an elevated 
street-food scene we can only hope to 
glean insight from. 

Mustard’s is Long Beach’s only home¬ 



grown hot-dog purveyor, and despite its 
distance from downtown (you can find it 
just over the 405 on Atlantic), it sticks to 
its Chi-town guns pretty staunchly with a 
Vienna Beef account that has no competi¬ 
tion for miles. The menu inside the strip- 
mall spot is littered with familiar classics, 
each accompanied by a Vienna Beef mar¬ 
keting photo of a perfectly crafted dog. 
Though I can attest to the authenticity of 
Mustard’s Chicago Dog glory, I often find 
myself skipping out on the cacophonous 
tradition of tomatoes, pickles, onions, 
peppers and mustard in lieu of the res¬ 
taurant’s more creative takes on the 
Chic ago-style red hot. 

One of my favorites is the all-too-

simple Comiskey Park Pole, a grilled, 
semi-spicy Polish sausage covered in 
mustard and grilled onions, then topped 
with celery salt. The sausage is nearly 
twice as big around as the regular hot dog 
and takes up most of the space inside the 
traditional poppy-seed bun with juicy 
meat that is far more hot dog than the 
curved kielbasa found in Krakow. As one 
of only two toppings on the Comiskey, the 
grilled onions are definitely a show piece. 
Golden-brown, translucent and with a 
slight crisp that fools you into thinking 
they might be deep-fried, all I can ever 
think when staring into the eyes of Mus¬ 
tard’s grilled onions is, “How did they get 
each thin layer of the onion to sweat itself 
individually without losing its shape?” 
Only the Chinese owner of Mustard’s may 
ever know the answer. 

Other creations from Mustard’s include 
the Mayor Daley Big Cheese Dog (yes: 
the cheese is inside the hot dog), Wrigley 
Field Firedog (spicy hot dog with spicy 
mustard) and a basic chili-cheese dog 
called the Windy City. The Obama Dog 
seems to be a newer addition as it only 
appears on a side specials board, but it 
combines the Comiskey and the Windy 
City for a polish sausage with chili and 
cheese that fills you up for only $4. Sure, 
you could stray from the hot-dog menu 
and find plenty of good burgers and sand¬ 
wiches (most stick to the Chicago theme 
and come on rye bread), but with nearly a 
dozen hot dogs and at least two different 
specials every day taking infiuence from 
the Midwest’s most formidable city. Mus¬ 
tard’s makes it hard to ditch the chance to 
taste what a real hot-dog scene is like.

It was the setting for 
the first date between my chica and I. It’s 
where I take friends to educate them on 
Japanese food, where I meet sources for 
many a merry story It’s like a worn pair of 
Chuck’s—not flashy, but beloved and always 
getting the job done. 

And that’s how I feel about the ochazuke, 
a rice soup that consists of rice, dashi- 
spiked broth, dried seaweed and a topping 
of your choice. I’ve always gone with the 
plum, a fruit I have no love for because of 
reasons I’ve long forgotten. But in the ocha-

zuke at Suzumaru, the purple fruit achieves 
levels it can never hope to attain in its 
normal life as a plump, purple blob—maybe 
because ume isn’t really a plum? Probably. 

Anyhoo, its intensely salty-sour innards 
spill into the ochazuke upon piercing its 
wrinkled skin, spiking the hearty broth 
with verve. I always order this dish when 
taking friends here, and they always scarf it 
up as if they were tacos. And even if you’re 
not into the idea of plum-based soup, go to 
Suzumaru for its great sushi, spectacular 
green mussels and the greatest cat mascot 
of any OC restaurant—that’s all I’ll say... 
for now.

Naughty Sauce From 
Noble Ale Works 

I pulled into the parking lot of Noble Ale 
Works recently and 
thought, "I don't get it.... 

There's not a home game 
tonight. Why are there so 
many damn cars in the park¬ 
ing lot?... Oh, it's Naughty 
Sauce night." Naughty 
Sauce, as with the Bruery's 
Black Tuesday, is a controlled- 
release beer. It comes out 
once a quarter, and on that 
night, the Noble Ale Works 
escuinclesthrow a party. 

While Naughty Sauce doesn't 
command the thousands-strong 
horde of bearded, pillaging beer 
Vikings that Black Tuesday does, 
the limited Naughty Sauce alloca¬ 
tion does draw a significant crowd. 

There are food trucks and cornhole outside, 
with people milling around and gener¬ 
ally having a great time—in other words, 
exactly what you hope for when you go for 
a beer. 


THE DRINK 

Naughty Sauce is Noble's best-known 
beer; it's a milk stout, a dark, malty, bottom- 
fermented beer with lactose pitched in. The 
lactose can't be fermented, so you end up 
with a beer that has the smoothness and 
natural sweetness of a Kean Coffee latte. I 
don't know anyone who dislikes it, and the 
crowds at its quarterly release 
prove my point. If you're lucky— 
and chances are that by the time 
this hits print, they'll be gone— 
you may be able to taste a couple 
of the special casks of Naughty 
Sauce. This time around, there 
are two: one with ginger and one 
with cinnamon. The cinnamon one 
tastes for all the world like a cold, 
liquored-up version of Mexican cafe 
de olla) the ginger one bites hard 
and makes me wish I could bring 
vodka and lime to make an ultra¬ 
alcoholic Moscow Mule. Noble Brau- 
meister Evan Price says they're think¬ 
ing about making a lime-and-coconut 
Naughty Sauce cask soon. (Go on, you 
know you want to... You put de lime in de 
coconut and drink 'em both up...)

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A Thin Stout 

The World’s End is a likable brew, but not for the ages

T he laddish pleasures of The World's 
End, Edgar Wright’s comedy about 
a group of middle-aged guys drink¬ 
ing beer and facing mortality come with a 
bittersweet edge. In the old days, the lead 
character, Gary King, used to be the coolest 
kid in school, at least in the outlaw sense: 
He’d strut through his little English town 
in a flowing black coat and Sisters of Mercy 
T-shirt, and the establishment could kiss 
his royal arse. Except it didn’t. Cut to the 
present, where Gary, jobless and aimless, 
decides to get all his old mates together 
so they can finally complete the massive 
pub crawl they’d left unfinished 20-odd 
years earlier. The present-day Gary, played 
by Simon Pegg, has kept the coat and the 
T-shirt, a uniform he dons proudly for this 
reunion. The clothes still fit him; what he 
can’t see is that they no longer suit him. 

But wait—that makes The World's End, 
the third comedy from the writing team of 
Pegg and Wright, sound way too serious. 
And it’s really only sort of serious, when it’s 
not being totally ridiculous. Like Shaun of 
the Dead and Hot Euzz before it. The World's 
End is a big, shaggy dog of a thing, a free- 
spirited ramble held together by off-kilter 
asides, clever-dumb puns, and seemingly

(In the days since I’ve seen The World's 
End, I’ve often found myself muttering, 
for no earthly reason, “Fuck off, you big 
lamp!”) Like Shaun of the Dead, The World's 
End also features a supernatural element, 
though Wright has begged critics not to give 
too much of it away. But he never said we 
couldn’t call it Invasion of the Body Snatch¬ 
ers meets Diner, so there you go. 

Actually, the supernatural stuff doesn’t 
kick in until fairly late. The movie’s first 
quarter deals mostly with the somewhat 
prickly relationships between this group 


of friends, played by Martin Freeman, 
Paddy Considine, Eddie Marsan, and Pegg- 
Wright regular Nick Frost. Gary is the only 
one among them who doesn’t have a real 
job; most have families and heavy-duty 
responsibilities, though all are at least a 
little lost. Considine’s character has long 
harbored a crush on Freeman’s sister, 
played by the ever-radiant Rosamund Pike. 
He gets a second chance with her when 
she shows up at one of the scheduled pub 
stops, but Gary intervenes, clumsily paw¬ 
ing her as if he were God’s gift, which he 
decidedly is not. 

To be a woman watching The World's 
End is to find yourself wondering, “Don’t 
guys know anything?” Come to think of it, 
that’s true of nearly all of Wright’s mov¬ 
ies, especially 5'cottPz7grzm vs. the World, 
which tried (and failed) to elevate fanboy 
cluelessness into something noble and 
possibly even sexy. The exuberance of 
Wright’s movies is always their strong suit. 
But structurally, they’re so loose-jointed— 
held together with rubber bands, pieces of 
string, and other bits and bobs—that they 
almost fall apart even as you’re watching 
them. (Hot Euzz may be the exception— 
somehow, it holds pretty tight via a mys¬ 
terious centrifugal dada logic.) Wright’s 
movies can be great fun, but they demand 
that you live in their moment, because once 
they’re over, you’re left with little more 
than a handful of chuckles. 

The World's End does strive for some¬ 
thing more: When the boys return to their 
town—it has the hypercozy name Newton 


Haven—no one remembers them. What¬ 
ever swagger they might have had as young 
men has burned off. If they ever were 
somebodies, they’re now most certainly 
nobodies, and that revelation—though it 
has a supernatural explanation—is crush¬ 
ing. What’s more, as they trek from pub to 
pub, they realize that each one now looks 
just like the last. The individualistic little 
watering holes of the old days, each with 
its own specific quirks, have now suc¬ 
cumbed to generic renovations. 

It’s all well and good to tell stories of 
middle-aged men reckoning with both 
their lost youth and their impending 
mortality, but The World's End is perhaps 
more touching for what it says about 
the changed landscape of England. The 
soundtrack here is marvelous, a mix of’90s 
numbers from the likes of the Stone Roses, 
Suede and Primal Scream. In its most ele¬ 
giac moments. The World's End conjures 
a much older song that Wright doesn’t 
include here (though he featured it in Hot 
Euzz): What this village of McPubs needs is 
a little of the Kinks’ “Village Green Preser¬ 
vation Society.” Everybody confronts his or 
her lost youth. But when your favorite pub 
starts offering a vegan menu, it really does 
seem like the end of the world.

YOU'RE NEXT On Sept. 17, 2011,1,000 
protestors set up tents in Manhattan's 
financial district and dubbed them¬ 
selves Occupy Wall Street. Four days 
later, Lionsgate purchased You're 
Next —a home invasion slasher that 
slices up a family of 1 percenters—and 
should have released it immediately. 
Instead, the studio sat on it and let 
The Purge seize the Zeitgeist. But, 
hey, at least the rich are still rich, and 
boy, do the rest of us like watching 
them get stabbed by stalkers in animal 
masks. Our prey are burrowed into the 
mansion of millionaire Paul Davison, 
who's hosting a fete for his heavily 
medicated wife (Barbara Crampton) 
and their four precociously named adult 
children, Crispian (A.J. Bowen), Felix 
(Nicholas Tucci), Aimee (Amy Seimetz), 
and Drake (Joe Swanberg). the kids 
are brats, yet each has managed to 
squire a significant other to dinner. If, 
deep down, their dates are in it for the 
inheritance, who cares? Soon, every¬ 


one will be served up like a pork chop. 
Adam Wingard's brisk and brutal thriller 
celebrates the quick kill; with 10 people 
to whack, there's no time to waste. As 
for the silent-but-deadly killers, they're 
tromping around in commando gear 
like rabbit Rambos while the Davisons 
quiver like boiled carrots.

THE ACT OF KILLING A documentary 
about the aftermath of the 1960s mass 
killings in Indonesia by Suharto's coup- 
installed military regime and death 
squads. The Act of Killing spirals into 


horrifying surrealism from a seemingly 
simple starting point: in this case, 
interviewing some of the paramilitary 
leaders and self-described "gangsters" 
employed to eradicate anyone deemed 
a "communist"—in practice almost 
anyone not loyal to the new regime. The 
surprise is that these men are eager 
to tell their tales, often indulging in 
graphic detail to describe, for example, 
the best means of murdering captives 
without spilling much blood (with a 
wire around the neck). They even 
enjoy reenacting their state-sanctioned 
murders on camera, at director Joshua 
Oppenheimer's invitation, adopting the 
lurid styles of the Flollywood crime 
films that influenced them back in the 
day. We see the rotund, disheveled 
Flerman Koto and the slender, debonair 
Anwar Congo—the latter responsible 
for more than 1,000 murders, many 
carried out with that wire-strangling 
technique—searching neighborhoods 
they once attacked for locals to play 
parts in a reenactment. What follows is 
ugly, even mad: Surrounded by a throng 
of onlookers, a proud and enthusiastic 
Flerman shows the crowd how to panic. 
It's impossible to forget that some of 
these people might have suffered real 
crimes at Flerman and Anwar's hands. 
More terrifying than any horror film, 
and more intellectually adventurous 


than just about any 2013 release so far. 
The Act of Killing is a major achieve¬ 
ment, a work about genocide that 
rightly earns its place alongside Shoah 
as a supreme testament to the cinema's 
capacity for inquiry, confrontation, and 
remembrance. To call it a masterpiece 
is at once warranted and yet somehow 
limiting, the term somehow too narrow 
for what the first-time filmmaker has 
achieved.

BLACKFISH Tilikum, the 12,000-pound 
bull orca whose big splashes still cli¬ 
max daily SeaWorld shows, has been 
implicated in three human deaths, 
spread over his three decades of 
forced performances: Two trainers, 20 
years apart, and a drifter who in 1999 
apparently hid in the park and dove 
into the wrong pool. Whether Tilikum 
killed him is unclear—SeaWorld argues 
the cause of death was drowning and 
hypothermia—but what isn't in dispute 
is that Tilikum bit off the man's genitals 
and, come morning, was swimming 
about with the corpse on top of him. 
Gabriela Cowperthwaite's vital, upset¬ 
ting Blackfish centers on the 2010 
drowning death of Dawn Brancheau, a 
trainer whom SeaWorld officials have 
blamed for what they called an acci¬ 
dent. Dther trainers accuse SeaWorld 


of having covered up the history of 
violence in this and other whales. A ter¬ 
rifying mid-film montage of orca attack¬ 
ing trainers is persuasive: These ani¬ 
mals are not here for our entertainment. 
Much of the film is dedicated to their 
"highly elaborated emotional lives." We 
hear the cries of orca mothers whose 
children have been sent off to other 
parks. Trainers who knew Brancheau 
pore over video of Tilikum's perfor¬ 
mance just before her death and nar¬ 
rate the small incidents that might have 
upset the whale. Brancheau ran low on 
fish yet still asked Tilikum to perform. 
The whale seems not to have heard 
a reward whistle he had been condi¬ 
tioned to relish, and then, frustrated, 
seems to wallow in that most human 
of emotions: not being recognized for 
his work. As he sulks, Brancheau steps 
near the water. You have rarely seen 
footage this tense. (Not Rated) Alan 
Scherstuhl.

THE BUTLER There are more terrific 
black actors in Flollywood than there 
are good roles they might actually 
land. The Butler creates an open, 
freeing space for lots of these per¬ 
formers. Cuba Gooding Jr., Terrence 
Floward, Lenny Kravitz, Yaya Alafia: 
Everybody's good, especially Dprah 
Winfrey. Stylistically, The Butler —a 
mini-history of late 20th-century black 
America as seen through the eyes of a 
White Flouse domestic worker played 
by Forest Whitaker—could have been 
made 30 years ago, but its time is 
now. It opens, inauspiciously, with stiff 
voiceover: Whitaker's character, Cecil 
Gaines, tells the story of his childhood 
picking cotton in 1920s Georgia. The 
plantation owner's son rapes Cecil's 
mother (Mariah Carey) and murders 
his father (David Banner); as grudg¬ 
ing recompense, the family matriarch 
(Vanessa Redgrave) invites Cecil into 
the big house to train as a domestic 
servant. This changes Cecil's life, 
and he later earns a slot as a butler 
at the White Flouse, where he serves 
under eight presidents, beginning with 
Robin Williams' Dwight D. Eisenhower. 
(Dthers are played by James Marsden, 
Liev Schreiber, John Cusack, and Alan 
Rickman, all impeccably cast.) Cecil is 
happy enough in his line of work, which 
allows him to support his kids and 
his wife, Gloria (Dprah Winfrey). But 
his elder son, Louis (David Dyelowo), 
chafes under the status quo, eventu¬ 
ally joining the Black Panthers. You 
could call that a basic generation-gap 
screenwriting contrivance, or you could 
call it a smart way to dramatize turmoil 
and change. Director Lee Daniels 
re-creates some of the most horrific 
images of the civil rights era, including 
those of young black protesters blasted 
with firehoses. But his approach 
is, for the most part, more personal 
than instructional. (PG-13) Stephanie 
Zacharek.

THE CONJURING Something like half 
the running time of the engaging new 
don't-go-in-the-basement thriller The 
Conjuring is devoted to showing us 
characters proceeding slowly into 
the basement, or into the maws of 
basement-like places we know they 
shouldn't go, often with just matches 
or a flashlight to guide them. Twice, 
deliciously, they're blindfolded. This 
is not a complaint. Damned if direc¬ 
tor James Wan, the auteur of Saw's 
rusted-edge cruelty, isn't an ace with 
enjoyable spookhouse trap-springing. 
Dften, as members of his fetching 1970s 
family (headed by Lili Taylor and Ron 
Livingston) negotiate the hallways and 
crawlspaces of their triple-haunted 
farmhouse.

r E I' J lA WrWn, directed BY AND STARRING 
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springs the surprises within patient long 
shots, timing things so they actually do 
surprise, often letting the creepy stuff actu¬ 
ally creep up—this is the rare horror film 
where the fear isn't in what terrible vision 
the movie might cut to but in what might 
reach from the shadows you're looking at. 
Too bad then that the terrors eventually 
prove so knowable. The story is limited by 
tricked-up Amityville-style truthiness and 
the comforting assumption that Catholic 
orthodoxy will flood the darkness from the 
world. Save Lili Taylor, who is compelling as 
the worried mother, and a clutch of young 
girls, the actors mostly look embarrassed by 
the material. Farmiga, as fine an actress as 
Hollywood has ever seen, is upstaged by a 
powder-blue '70s collar ruffled like a coffee 
filter. Screenwriters Chad and Carey Hayes 
bother to craft reasons for the characters to 
venture where they shouldn't, and the father 
even gets asked, "Why don't you move?" 
which suggests everyone involved is 
smarter than the movie. (R) Alan Scherstuhl. 
Countywide. 

ELYSIUM In Neill Blomkamp's dystopian 
science-fiction fantasy. Matt Damon's Max 
is a tattooed grunt stranded on the Earth of 
the future, a dismal, dried-out planet filled 
with have-nots who live short, brutish lives. 
The rich have long ago decamped to their 
own shiny, inhabitable satellite, Elysium, 
where all its citizens enjoy miraculous 
health-o-matic machines installed in every 
home. Following a series of unfortunate 
events—on this future Earth, there is no 
other kind—Max accepts a mission to help 
his fellow citizens. Among the obstacles 
in his way are Elysium's super-defensive 
secretary-of-defense-type Delacourt (Jodie 
Foster), who makes her entrance in a 
Jetsons-worthy tailored white dress and a 
Tilda Swinton haircut, looking so sharp you 
could cut yourself on her flaring nostrils. 

You don't have to be a bloodhound to smell 
an allegory shaping up here, particularly 
if you've seen writer/director Blomkamp's 
2009 debut feature. Districts, in which 
members of an extraterrestrial race who 
have landed on Earth are forced to live in 
grimy slums while humans get the cushy 
suburbs. Elysium doesn't have District 9's 
brashness. Thematically it looks and feels 
almost like a sequel, made with a lot more 
money though not with more ingenuity or 
feeling, and while Blomkamp's message 
is morally stalwart, his delivery system 
sure is a bummer. You can see why Damon 
would be attracted to this material, whose 
politics are in line with his own. But he 
looks sluggish even when he's on the run. 

In Elysium, not even cheerful, smart, prin¬ 
cipled, energetic Matt Damon can save the 
world without figuratively stopping every so 
often to say, "Oy! My back!" (R) Stephanie 
Zacharek. Countywide. 

FRUITVALE STATION In the early hours 
of New Year's Day 2009, on a platform of 
Oakland's Fruitvale BART Station, a young 


man named Oscar Grant III was shot in 
the back by a transit officer. The officer 
later claimed that he meant to reach for his 
Taser and not his revolver, but his mistake 
was fatal: Grant, who was unarmed and 
restrained at the time of the shooting, 
died later at a local hospital. Debut film¬ 
maker Ryan Coogler's Fruitvale Station, 
a fictionalized account of the last day of 
Grant's life, is a prologue to that horrifying 
encounter, a restrained but forceful picture 
that captures some of the texture and detail 
of one human life. Michael B. Jordan, of 
Friday Night Lights, plays Oscar, a young 
man who's done jail time but who seems 
eager to get on the right track, not just for 
his own sake but for that of his girlfriend 
(Melonie Diaz) and young daughter (Ariana 
Neal). Coogler dramatizes Oscar's last day 
by choosing not to dramatize it: The events 
unfold casually, without any particular 
scheme. And yet because we know how 
this story will end, there's a shivery, under¬ 
stated tension running beneath. Oscar has 
just lost his job at a grocery store; he stops 
by to pick up some fish for his mother's 
birthday party that evening—she's played, 
wonderfully, by Octavia Spencer, showing 
us a no-nonsense mom who loves her son 
but senses that his place in the world is 
tentative. The idea isn't to turn Oscar Grant 
into a martyr; it's simply to shrink the dis¬ 
tance between him and us, and Coogler's 
approach works. (R) Stephanie Zacharek.

JOBS If what we see in director Joshua 
Michael Stern's Jobs is true, Apple 
cofounder and all-around cool-product 
guru Steve Jobs, who died in 2011, was no 
bargain in the human-being department. 
When an early girlfriend—played by Ahna 
O'Reilly—tells him she's pregnant with 
what she's certain is his child, he informs 
her that her condition isn't his problem. 
Jobs tries, feebly, to balance the man's 
epic contributions to the universe with 
his all-out douchebaggery. But how much 
of the latter can we, let alone Jobs' poor 
girlfriend, be expected to take? Our first 
glimpse of Jobs, played by Ashton Kutcher, 
is as a graying middle-aged gent unveiling 
the iPod to an audience already high on his 
Kool-Aid. As he strides across the stage, a 
charismatic nerd in mom jeans, their eyes 
follow him rapturously; they're like Silicon 
Valley Children of the Corn. He Who Walks 
Ahead of the Curve speaks in earnest¬ 
sounding but marketing-ready slogans: The 
new device, he informs them, is a "tool for 
the heart. And when you can touch some¬ 
one's heart—that's limitless." The movie 
wants us to see the man spouting these 
bromides as an older, wiser one, whose 
products touch the part of people's hearts 
that's directly connected to their wallets. 
But Stern can't keep it purring smoothly, 
and too often drops interesting threads: 
James Woods shows up as a professor 
who sees Jobs' spark of whatever-it-is, but 


he's little more than the symbolic Teacher 
Who Cared. Also, we meet Jobs' bubbly 
blond wife (Abby Brammell) late in the 
movie. How did that happen? The movie 
itself, ultimately worshipful, ends up being 
Jobs-like in the cold way it treats flesh 
and blood. {PG-13) Stephanie Zacharek.

KICK-ASS 2 Despite the giddy, gory ridicu¬ 
lousness of Kick-Ass 2, this summer's most 
violent yet least punishing comic-book 
movie, there's a kernel of ugly human truth 
at the core of the Kick-Ass fantasy. In the 
first issue of Mark Millar and John Romita 
Jr.'s Kick-Ass comic, a high school twerp 
dons a wetsuit to clean up the streets. This 
white boy's first adventure: calling black 
graffiti taggers "homos," threatening them 
with fighting sticks, and getting his ass 
stomped in brutal detail the movies can't 
match. It's a reminder that the impulse 
toward costumed do-goodery isn't far 
removed from the impulses of the sons of 
bitches who argue that Trayvon Martin had 
it coming. The first Kick-Ass flick tidied all 
that up. The taggers become carjackers, 
one white and one black, and they've previ¬ 
ously mugged the costumed aggressor, so 
there's nothing complex or upsetting about 
the confrontation. K/ck-Ass the movie just 
asked us to get juiced on the wild vigilan- 
tism. Kick-Ass 2 doesn't ask for much more, 
but this time the juice gushes with impres¬ 
sive consistency. Kick-Ass (Aaron Taylor- 
Johnson) throws in with a league of misfit 
crimefighters organized by Jim Carrey's 
Colonel Stars and Stripes, a gray-stubbled 
G.l. with a Jack Kirby jaw. With this crew, 
Kick-Ass takes the time to do the one thing 
all the other movie superheroes forgot to 
this year: save some people from problems 
that weren't a direct consequence of the 
existence of those superheroes. Hit-Girl 
(Chloe Grace Moretz), meanwhile, deep¬ 
ens into a full character as she takes on 
puberty and high school. Her scenes are 
surprisingly tender. Plucking up the cour¬ 
age to hang with the mean girls, she's even 
more compelling than when she's playing 
the pixie avenger. (R) Alan Scherstuhl. 
Countywide. 

MUSEUM HOURS The centerpiece of Jem 
Cohen's Museum Hours is an 11-minute 
sequence in which a playful guest lecturer 
guides a tour group through the Bruegel 
exhibit at the Kunsthistorisches Museum 
in Vienna, a tour watched from afar by nar¬ 
rator Johann (Bobby Sommer), a longtime 
guard at a gallery that doesn't need guard¬ 
ing. The scene's mixture of observation, 
insightfulness, and above all curiosity 
encapsulates much of the film's appeal. 

The guide's assertion that Bruegel's scenes 
of peasant life "are less quaint and more 
radical than they may appear" suggests a 
built-in counterargument to those inclined 
to dismiss Museum Hours for its apparent 
slightness. Museum Hours is largely set in 
and around its central institution, but, more 
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broadly, it is a film about public spaces 
and the pleasures of observing the people 
and things within them. Johann becomes 
a tourist in his own city, an opportunity he 
welcomes when a visitor from Montreal, 
Anne (Mary Margaret O'Hara), expresses 
a desire to be guided beyond the museum 
walls. "What is it about some people that 
makes you curious," Johann wonders, 
"while with others one would be just as 
happy not to know anything about them?" 
Together, they discover Vienna—Anne for 
the first time, Johanna all over again. This 
exceptional film, a kind of hybrid between 
understated drama and essayistic tourism, 
approaches its subjects with uncommon 
patience and curiosity, lingering over 
objects and faces, conveying truths without 
authorial imposition. As Cohen's camera 
makes its rounds through the museum— 
the interiors shot digitally, the outside on 
16mm—it is attuned to the everyday, soak¬ 
ing in local flavor and, in essence, defa- 
miliarizing the banal. (Not Rated) Calum 
Marsh.

PACIFIC RIM If the great god of movies, 
whatever slippery Mount Olympus of money 
he resides on, decrees that summer is the 
time for larger-than-life 3D blockbusters, 
Guillermo del Toro may as well make one. 
His Pacific Rim is summer entertainment 
with a pulse. The effects are so overscaled 
and lavish as to be occasionally mindless 
. But then, the deep-sea monsters that 
populate the movie—scaly, nubbly, pissed- 
off behemoths called by their Japanese 
name, kaiju—are also motivated by some¬ 
thing primal, a drive that can't be readily 
explained. Their summer job is a simple, 
glamorous one: qualifications include being 
able to breathe electric blue fire, or to 
open several of their false mouths before 
revealing the really treacherous maw. What 
reason for existing do they need, other than 
to lure us to the theater? For del Toro, the 
creature is the feature. Giant robots matter 
to him too, but less so. And unlike listless 
robotsploitation exercises like Iron Man 
3, Pacific Rim is big and dumb in a smart 
way. The movie's brief voiceover prologue 
explains: In 2015, one disgruntled kaiju 
after another rose from the ocean to come 
ashore, smashing cities like San Francisco, 
Manila, and Cabo, until it was discovered 
that the big bruisers could be defeated by 
giant manned robots known as Jaegers. 
Phew! Everything you think is going to 
happen does. One character chokes at the 
moment of truth; noble warriors sacrifice 
for the cause. But del Toro shapes the 
movie so it's not just one booming attack 
after another: There's breathing space amid 
the action, and in a gorgeously choreo¬ 
graphed sequence, old-fashioned hand-to- 
hand human-to-human combat becomes 
its own special effect. {PG-13) Stephanie 
Zacharek. Countywide. 

PERCY JACKSON: SEA OF MONSTERS 
Before it descends into Percy Jackson 


and the Things That Happen in Movies 
Like This, this myth-raiding kids' adventure 
at times clicks into the inventive groove 
of Rick Riordan's Percy Jackson novels, 
which at their best are touched with the 
high strangeness of the ancient tales 
that inspire them. (The books, about the 
offspring of the Greek gods and mortals, 
rarely feel like off-brand Harry Potter the 
way the movies do.) But here the high 
weirdness of myth is of course expur¬ 
gated, made explicable, the ore of folklore 
pounded into the tchotchke of Young Adult 
plotting. Young Jackson's mission this 
time is to filch the Golden Fleece from a 
Cyclops in the Bermuda Triangle. To that 
end, director Thor Freudenthal stages a 
rousing attack by a clockwork bull, a gears- 
and-fury beast whose mouth hinges open 
to reveal a flame-thrower, and presents a 
magical animated infodump where all the 
gods of Olympus are rendered in stained 
glass. (Hey, if it's good enough for one 
god, it's good enough for all of them!) But 
even Homer nods. Much of the film is a 
deadly bore, with the too-old-to-pass-for- 
teens stars playing characters with one 
trait apiece—and failing to bring that trait 
to life. Usually when you see actors this 
pretty and this vacant standing around this 
awkwardly, you expect them to take their 
clothes off. Logan Lerman's Jackson exhib¬ 
its none of the troubled complexity of the 
ADHD-addled boy of the books; the film¬ 
makers forget key tenets of his character 
just as often as the movie's villains forget 
the basics of his parentage. Seriously, 
if you kidnapped the son of Poseidon, 
would you imprison him on a yacht—in the 
ocean? (PG) Alan Scherstuhl. Countywide. 

RED 2 The world is full of lackluster movies. 
But the world is not full of Helen Mirren 
in a Marlene Dietrich fedora, or Helen 
Mirren in full-tilt eveningwear disposing of 
a bothersome corpse in a marble bathroom, 
or Helen Mirren firing a massive rifle-type 
thingie while sprawled on a picnic blan¬ 
ket—in her stocking feet, no less. We all 
know there are few great roles for "older" 
actresses, but perhaps worse than that, 
there are so few movies that will allow 
them to just be, without playing a role 
model or a wronged wife or a matriarch 
facing a life-threatening illness. Dean 
Parisot's Red 2 isn't as much fun as its pre¬ 
decessor. But watching Mirren being fabu¬ 
lous? It never gets old. Red stole onto the 
scene without having the luxury of knowing 
it would become a surprise success. Even 
though it featured Bruce Willis playing, for 
the trillionth time, an aging action hero, the 
movie still had a casual, tossed-off quality. 
Red 2 gives the impression of being oodles 
more fun, while really just being more self- 
conscious. The gags are clever and goofy, 
but the connective tissue between them 
is stretched too thin. It's the kind of movie 
where you spend most of your time waiting 
for the next thing to happen, rather than 


living in the moment. Red 2 isn't torture to 
watch, in part because Mirren has even 
more to do than she did in the first install¬ 
ment. If you love her, you really want to 
see her in a glorious gown and dangling 
earrings, pouring acid on some poor dead 
jamoke while carrying on an otherwise 
normal cellphone conversation. (PG-13)

THE SPECTACULAR NOW In The 
Spectacular Now, two kids as specific 
as you are fall into slow, uncertain love, 
their hearts filling up with each other but 
not always synchronously. You know that 
person you made out with one weekend in 
high school, the one whose kiss made the 
world fall away—but then breezed by like 
you didn't exist during Monday's passing 
period? There's plenty of that here, but with 
one thing that really would have helped 
back then: a clear sense of psychology. The 
lovers here are not a natural match, and 
when apart they have to dare themselves to 
keep going—it would be simpler for Sutter 
Keely (Miles Teller), a Georgia small town's 
king of beers, to party on without Aimee 
Finicky, a college-bound tutor-type whose 
wallflower-to-beauty transformation isn't 
ridiculous. Shailene Woodley's shy Aimee 
heads to school with bigger things to worry 
about than teen beauty—popular high 
school boys truly might be dumb enough 
not to notice her until the day she turns 
up fetchingly tanned and tank-topped at a 
campground kegger. She's a tender, moving 
creation, marvelously played. The movie is 
the boy's story, of course, as serious film 
romances unfailingly are. Fortunately, this 
boy is a slothful charmer, as drunk on his 
own good humor as he is on the contents of 
his flask, the kind of movable fiesta a young 
Tom Hanks could have played. Unlike his 
'80s comedy forbears, this slob is treated 
as a dismaying riddle rather than a beacon 
of everydude honesty—his challenge isn't 
to triumph over the stock-type snobs, it's 
to shape all his likable traits into a self 
with something to offer the adult world. (R)

TURBO Big dreams come in small, slimy pack¬ 
ages in Turbo, the story of a garden snail

fast. Chastised for his race-car dreams 
by curmudgeonly brother Chet (Paul 
Giamatti), Turbo nabs a farfetched shot at 
Indianapolis 500 glory after he winds up 
at a local taco stand and befriends Tito 
(Michael Pena), a kindred dreamer whose 
fanciful future plans are similarly put down 
by a pragmatic sibling (Luis Guzman). David

2 GUNS All you need for a movie are 
two guys and two guns. Unless that 
movie is 2 Guns, in which case you 
probably need a good deal more. The 
movie's pleasures, whatever they may 
be, stem from a kind of summer-diver¬ 
sion deja vu. The tagline could be, 

"If you like things like 2 Guns, you'll 
love 2 Guns!" Because it all feels that 
familiar. There are a few differentiat¬ 
ing details, of course. One character 
is an undercover DEA agent, the 
action-movie equivalent of a comfy 
shoe: When Denzel Washington's 
Bobby Trench is consorting with 
baddies, he just slips in a set of gold 
fronts. Bobby's partner—or, rather, the 


guy Bobby works with who doesn't 
realize he's Bobby's partner—is Mark 
Wahiberg's Marcus "Stig" Stigman, 
a naval intelligence officer gone 
AWOL. Now that's something we don't 
see every day, and Stig's gradually 
unfolding backstory is one of the 
mechanisms that keeps 2 Guns mov¬ 
ing forward. In the end, we may not 
learn all we want to know about Stig, 
but there's a decent amount of rough- 
and-tumble gunplay and ludicrous 
banter in between. Bobby and Stig 
kick things off by robbing a small¬ 
town bank—later, we learn more 
about why—and along the way, they 
run afoul of a lawman with a weirdly 
elastic sense of justice, played by a 
smooth-talking, bolo-tie-wearing Bill 
Paxton. Watching him slither between 
the cracks of right and wrong is one 
of the movie's pleasures; Washington, 
smooth as a satin sheet, is always 
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devilishly pleasing to watch in his 
more comic roles, and he doesn't dis¬ 
appoint. But this is a here today, gone 
tomorrow trifle, albeit one with lots 
of gunplay. (R) Stephanie Zacharek. 
Countywide. 

THE WAY, WAY BACK The Way, Way 
Back is a crowd-pleasing summer 
treat, predictable in its sweetness but 
satisfying all the same. It's like the 
multinationally branded ice cream 
sandwich you get on any pier in the 
Western Hemisphere—market-tested 
to appeal to as many people as pos¬ 
sible (but you don't mind gobbling up). 
Though the script includes bits and 
pieces of writer/directors Nat Faxon 
and Jim Rash's real childhoods, it's a 
slick debut that feels like a recycling 
of familiar coming-of-age materials. 
The film's sympathetic but indistinct 
center is 14-year-old Duncan (Liam 
James), a hunched, shambling, inar¬ 
ticulate boy whose loneliness weighs 
him down as much as his slightly 
out-of-date Bieber bangs. He's an 
everyteen we're supposed to feel sorry 
for—his parents are divorced, his 
mom (Toni Collette) has found herself 
a dick boyfriend, Trent (Steve Carell), 
he doesn't have the sense not to wear 
long pants to the beach—but he's so 
devoid of personality that we wish 
happiness for him only in the reflexive 
way we want to pet a sorry-looking 
puppy. Duncan is driven into further 
solitude on one of those summer 
trips that's really a test of emotional 
fortitude: an extended stay at Trent's 
beach house. Like an angel in gas- 
station aviators, in swoops Owen (Sam 
Rockwell), the slacker manager of 
the dated-as-disco Water Wizz water 
park, to save Duncan from his misery. 
Owen performs alchemy on Duncan, 
transforming him from mini-Lurch 
into golden boy. But the magic is too 
strong; the transformation feels like a 
sleight of hand. It's like Pinocchio in 
reverse: a real boy, after a few lessons 
from his father figure, learns to be 
a simulacrum of one. (PG-13) Inkoo 
Kang. Countywide. 

WE'RE THE MILLERS Horrible Bosses 
co-stars Jason Sudeikis and Jennifer 
Aniston team up again as reluctant 
drug mules in We're the Millers, but 
this comedy's eagerness to please 
functions as a slow poison, draining 
The Millers of its vitality by render¬ 
ing its characterization uneven, its 
potential undeveloped, and its plot 
predictable and stupid. Sudeikis can't 
find a center amid the script's erratic 
tonal whims, while Aniston, so thrill- 
ingly sexy as a man-eating dentist 
in Bosses, disappointingly reverts 
to America's Sweetheart: Stripper 
Edition. Sudeikis plays David, a small¬ 
time Denver dope peddler who's not 
going to let marriage or parenthood 
harsh his life—nor will he let anyone 
forget it. (This is how you know he'll 
end up a hubby and daddy later in 
the film.) When some street punks 
steal David's stash and cash, he's 
kidnapped and forced by his own 
horrible boss (Ed Helms in his sunny 
douchebag persona) to drive across 
the border and bring back "a smidge 
and a half" of product from Mexico. 

He recruits his lap-dancing neighbor 
Rose (Aniston), abandoned teenager 
Kenny (Will Poulter), and underage 
runaway Casey (Emma Roberts) to 
pose as the Millers, his hunky-dory 
family. David rents an RV sumptuous 
enough to be the first floor of Will 
Smith's trailer, and it's off to the cartel 
compound they go. The film earns its 
R rating with quick shots of misshapen 
male genitalia and an extended kiss¬ 
ing gag where Kenny makes out 
with both his fake sister and his fake 
mother, building to a true uproar. (R)

‘OC-centric’ continues to let local emerging playwrights stage their stuff

T heater is only as relevant and 

contemporary as the new plays it 
produces, which may be one reason 
why Orange County theater suffers from 
bipolar disorder. 

On the manic end of the spectrum is 
South Coast Repertory, an internationally 
acclaimed foundry of new plays and play 
development. On the depressing side is 
nearly everything else. While storefronts 
such as STAGEStheatre and the now- 
defunct Hunger Artists Theatre Co. built 
themselves, in large part, on the shoulders— 
broad or weak—of new plays by local writ¬ 
ers, that kind of work these days is seen as 
rarely as the downtown Los Angeles skyline 
from Fullerton’s Sunny Hills: It happens, 
but it’s always startling to see it. 

Which makes the third year of “OC- 
centric,” a summer festival of new plays by 
local writers at Chapman University, such 
a welcome sight. These aren’t readings, 
staged or otherwise. They are full-fledged 
productions, opportunities for the county’s 
playwrights to see their work with flesh 
and bones for the first time, as well as for 
audiences to watch a new play slither from 
the womb and walk on its own feet. 

This year, co-producers Eric Eberwein 
and Tamiko Washington chose two one- 
acts and two full productions from several 
dozen submissions. The results show why 
new plays are a tough sell. None of the three 
shows witnessed last Sunday by these eyes 
seems fully mature. To channel that erudite 
theater critic Goldilocks, each seemed either 
too warm (as in unfocused, with too much 
going on) or too cold (thin and underdevel¬ 
oped). Yet it also shows why new plays are 
so just right: each of the three writers has 
created something new, explored uncharted 
territory and possesses a singular voice that, 
given more encouragement like this, could 
very well blossom into a powerful one. 

Skirt by Irvine resident Julie Tosh is one 
of the two full-length plays in this year’s 


festival (Orange resident Abbe Levine’s The 
God-Shaped Hole is the other). Bethany (a 
strong Jinny Ryann) is a I5-year-old high- 
school student in a small town in rural 
Pennsylvania. Her biology classroom is run 
with an iron fist by an overbearing teacher 
(Jordan Goodsell, who looks far too young 
for a 34-year-old teacher). Bethany’s next- 
door neighbor, Michael (a believable Joseph 
Santos), is a student teacher who also hap¬ 
pens to be the former best friend of her 
brother, Del (a riveting Patrick Peterson), 
whose recent car injury has left him brain 
damaged and confined to a wheelchair. 

When the bright, but obviously con¬ 
flicted, Bethany shows up in class wear¬ 
ing a skirt far shorter than the school’s 
guidelines mandate—on the same day that 
she tells Michael her brother is returning 
from the hospital—ghosts are dredged up 
and hormones spike. There is a great deal 
of smart, crisp and engaging writing here, 
but for a play that skirts so many uncom¬ 
fortable issues—from child molestation to 
suicide—there’s a lack of dramatic urgency. 
Things meander too long before the Big 
Reveal comes, and the resolution seems far 
too tidy. The result is akin to a play that has 
something vital to say, but gets in its own 
way too often. 

The most interesting stylistic play of 
the three is former Stanton resident Tra¬ 
vis Snyder-Eaton’s one-act The Sound of 
Silence. Two of its four scenes are done in 
pantomime; the first, in particular, is hilari¬ 
ous: a Keystone Cop-like affair featuring 
adept physical agility. Set in 1940 Los Ange¬ 
les, the play relates the story of a starry- 
eyed Robert Graham (an excellent Vince 
Dalba), who arrives in Hollywood with big 
dreams and a big suitcase, and the starry- 
eyed aspiring actress he meets (the equally 
excellent Laura Zenoni). The template 
isn’t groundbreaking: World War II-era, 
studio-manufactured star-crossed romance. 
But the way Snyder-Eaton relays the story 


is inventive and crafted exquisitely well. 

The two wordless scenes are quasi-mirror 
images of the other, but where the first is 
exuberantly over the top, the second is far 
more somber; without saying an actual 
word, Snyder-Eaton insightfully portrays 
the difference between youthful infatua¬ 
tion and the more pragmatic reality of love 
in the wake of loss. However, much as with 
Skirt, the climax falls flat as things seem too 
conveniently tied up. (Kudos also to pianist 
Eleanor Nunez, who drives the gleeful first 
scene with her impeccable ivory-tinkling.) 

Irvine’s Andrea Sloan Pink contributes 
the second one-act, Les Hollywood Hills. It’s 
a brisk 30-minute affair about a decadent 
Hollywood film director (a wonderfully 
curmudgeonly yet oddly sympathetic Joe 
Parrish) counting off the pills until his 
death and the young film student (a fiery 
Katrina Klein) hired to be his caretaker, 
confidante and whipping post. Pink’s 
characters are so engaging, her dialogue so 
crackling, and her examination of the need 
for artists to plumb the darkest and bright¬ 
est manifestations of human behavior so 
earnest that one wishes the prodcution was 
a fleshed-out, full-length play. 

While these three plays never completely 
satisfy, that’s not the point. In an era when 
theater is marginalized at best, ignored at 
worst, Eberwein and Washington are taking 
what legendary director/producer Margo 
Jones called “a violent stand” on aggres¬ 
sively searching out new plays from local 
pla 5 wrights. Let’s hope all of OC’s theater 
companies think seriously about hoisting 
the same banner.

Y ou know how there's a crazy con¬ 
traption at Home Depot that can 
scan any item—a piece of fabric, a 
flower, a box from Tiffany & Co.—and 
computerize the color measurements to 
produce the exact shade of paint? 

Ladies, that technology now exists for 
your face. 

Sephora has teamed up with Pantone, 
the world's color authority, to launch a 
futuristic beauty service called Color 
IQ. A hand-held device scans your skin, 
assigns it a number, and then identifies 
your most precisely matched foundation 
from more than 1,500 options. 

It's a brilliant breakthrough over the old 
routine: An employee at the beauty coun¬ 
ter surveys your skin under artificial light¬ 
ing, then dabs a few different colors on 
her hand before brushing each one onto 
your jawbone to determine the closest 
match.

A moment later, the results were 
in.

Four rappers whose lives 
should be turned 
into musicals

A h, the life of a rap star. They have 
the pleasure of entertaining the 
masses if they are lucky enough 
to become mainstream, but what goes 
on behind the scenes can be even more 
interesting than a politician embroiled 
in a sex scandal. While a lot of these art¬ 
ists’ lives have a similar beginning, what 
happens in the middle and, sometimes 
sadly, at the end, can be pure magic. The 
recent news that a musical inspired by 
the life of Tupac Shakur is bound for 
Broadway got us thinking: What other 
rappers’ lives deserve to be adapted for 
the stage? 

HEAVY D, BIGGER ISN'T 
ALWAYS BETTER 

After Heavy D’s untimely passing in 
2011, we’ve been missing his larger- 
than-life persona. Starting off this stage 
play in New York circa the early ’90s, 
Bigger Isn’t Always Better is a story of 
hitting the big time while being one of 
the biggest rappers in the game. Makes 
sense, right? Featuring ample dance 
numbers and a Michael and Janet Jack- 
son impersonator (played by the same 
person), it would pull at your heart 
strings with the death of Heavy’s backup 
dancer Trouble T Roy (R.I.R) and later 
of Heavy D himself.

SEAN COMBS, CAN'T NOBODY HOLD 
ME DOWN 

The life of R Diddy, a.k.a. Ruff Daddy, 
a.k.a. Ruffy, a.k.a. Sean Combs, was made 
for the stage. Mr. Combs is one hard¬ 
working, dedicated mofo, so you could 
only expect Can’t Nobody Hold Me Down 
to be an epic show complete with pyro¬ 
technics, a multimillion-dollar budget 
and shiny suits galore—especially during 
the MA$E portion. Faith Evans could 
play herself in the Notorious B.I.G. 
scenes, as well as belt out a moving ren¬ 
dition of “I’ll Be Missing You” because— 
let’s be honest—she could probably use 
the work these days. Actually, the whole 
cast from Making the Band might want 
to audition for roles as themselves. 

AMG, BITCH BETTA HAVETH 
MY MONEY 

AMG hit his stride back in the early 
’90s and while we’re big fans of his, we 
think a theatrical stage play of his life 
could possibly help revive his career, 
which is pretty much dead in the water 


at this point. Bitch Betta Haveth My Money 
would be a tale of making something out 
of nothing, hustling on the streets of Ingle¬ 
wood and, of course, bitches (or lovely young 
ladies) having his money. This production 
could also resuscitate the careers of a lot of 
“video hos” as well, as there would be casting 
a-plenty for such musical numbers as “Jig- 
gable Rie,” “Butt Booty Naked” and “Can You 
Work With That?” 

OL' DIRTY BASTARD, FROM ODB TO EBT 

Taking place in good “ol” Staten Island, New 
York, the theatrical production chronicling 
Brooklyn native and deceased Wu-Tang Clan 
member Ol’ Dirty Bastard’s life. From ODB to 


EBT, would certainly be an adults-only show. 
Anyone who “likes it raw” would be elated to 
see this tale of coming up in the rap game with 
Method Man, RZA and GZA, among many, 
many, many others. (Wu-Tang Clan rolls deep, 
in case you forgot.) The crowd would most 
definitely sing along to “Shimmy Shimmy 
Ya,” “Got Your Money” and “Brooklyn Zoo,” 
as well as try hard to not pass judgment on 
the legal drama that would unfold. Of course, 
nothing makes the tears flow like the birth 
of a child, and since ODB had 13 kids, tissues 
should probably be passed out upon arrival 
for such scenes as well as for the death scene 
that would take place two days before his 36th 
birthday. Wu-Tang for life.

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Well-Orchestrated 

The Airborne Toxic Event combine intricate indie rock 
with a symphony in an unpretentious way

T hough they’ve become something 
of a big deal in the indie-rock 
world, the members of the Air¬ 
borne Toxic Event talk in a way that’s 
disarmingly humble. When we met over 
beers at the St. Felix Bar in Hollywood 
one recent afternoon, bassist Noah 
Harmon wryly noted, “Don’t quote me 
on this”—which we will of course now 
quote—“but I think our fans imagine 
that we’re sort of like The Partridge 
Family, that we all tuck into one little 
bed at night.” 

“Good night, John-Boy,” quotes front 
man Mikel Jollett. 

“Nah,” Harmon replies. “That’s 
The Waltons.” 

Sitting demurely enough next to the 
guys while sipping her Bass ale is vio¬ 
linist/keyboardist/rock-chick extraor¬ 
dinaire Anna Bulbrook, who chimes in, 
“It’s like Party of Five. Except it’s like 
Party of 2,505. Our fans expect us to live 
up to a certain level of civility.” 

Their sense of civility as a rock band 
is sure to reach a new plateau on Friday, 
when the Silverlake-based quintet take 
the stage at the Pacific Amphitheater, 
accompanied by the 88-piece Pacific 
Symphony. To casual Airborne fans, that 
may seem odd. Especially since their 
best-known hits—such as 2011’s sprung- 
rhythm track “Changing” or the roman¬ 
tic desperation of “Sometime Around 
Midnight,” which catapulted them to 
major-label status in 2008—don’t have a 
symphony in sight. 

Then again, you can’t pigeon-hole 


this band. Jollett, one of the best rock 
lyricists of the past 20 years, leads with 
a full-throated baritone scream on fan 
favorites such as “Half of Something 
Else” and the poignant, starkly beautiful 
“The Graveyard Near the House.” And 
though their sets are full of tortured, 
sweaty passion plays including “Inno¬ 
cence” or “Papillon,” their playing is 
precise, their solos proficiently melodic, 
their musicality so professional they 
required just one rehearsal with the 
Pacific Symphony. 

“They’re tremendous artists with an 
appreciation for collaborations with 
classical musicians,” John Forsythe, 
Pacific Symphony’s president, says. 

“It’s not easy for a touring rock band 
to join an orchestra onstage in a single¬ 
show format,” adds Steve Beazely, the 
show’s producer, “but not only have 
Airborne played often with the Calder 
Quartet, but they’ve played many sym¬ 
phony shows in the U.S.” The Calder 
Quartet, incidentally, is one of Ameri¬ 
ca’s premier classical string ensembles; 
not so incidentally, one of its mem¬ 
bers, Andrew Bulbrook, is the brother 
of Anna, who adds her own classical 
touches to Airborne’s sound. 

Give a listen to All I Ever Wanted, 
Airborne’s live recording of a 2009 
Disney Hall show they performed with 
the Calder Quartet. The band integrate 
classical arrangements without tamping 
down their rock energy or succumbing 
to pretentious bluster. And now, they 
have two albums’ worth of new material 


to draw from. Expect them to play “All 
At Once,” Jollett’s elegantly passionate 
meditation on the consolations of love 
in the face of death, as well as tracks 
such as “All I Ever Wanted” and “The 
Secret,” the opener from their latest 
album. Such Hot Blood. 

Jollett explains the record’s titular 
subject: “Everybody is walking around 
with a secret, and the big secret is that 
they have a secret, and they think that 
nobody knows, and they’re terrified 
that people are going to find out... 
and they will be exposed for being the 
fraud they are. And everybody thinks 
they’re walking around with these 
big secrets, but they’re not. ’Cause 
we all share ’em.” 

What you shouldn’t expect dur¬ 
ing their set is any whiff of rock-star 
horseshit. Maybe it’s because they’re 
educated folk (Stanford, Columbia, Cal 
Arts), or because they were nearing 
or into their thirties when they hit it 
big. But what’s clear is they’re a decent 
bunch—good-humored, level-headed 
about fan adulation, and grateful to be 
able to do what they do. 

At the bar, guitarist Stephen Chen 
further distills the whole civility idea 
we’ve been discussing over beers. 
“Some people worship bands as these 
sort of rock gods,” he says. “We were 
always just people who told stories that 
people could relate to. They feel a con¬ 
nection to us, so you can’t go out there 
and be a jerk.” 

Jollett nods in agreement. “[We’ve] 
got a role to play and a privileged posi¬ 
tion in someone else’s life,” he says. 
“You can’t fuck that up.”

Lewis plays the role of Helmut Doork, a 
clown in World War ll-era Germany, who pub¬ 
licly criticizes Hitler and the country's economy. 

Overheard by SS officers, he is sent to a 
concentration camp. With a red nose, hobo- 
style stubble, a white mouth and a little hat, Mr. 
Doork soon begins entertaining the children 
in the camp. I'm going to spoil the ending: Mr. 
Doork is forced to lead a group of children 
into the gas chamber and decides to stay with 
them to die as well. 

The concept bears a resemblance to the 
Dscar-winning film Life Is Beautiful. Nonethe¬ 
less, Mr. Lewis has stated that the film will 
never be seen. The production was plagued 
by financial and artistic problems, and it isn't 
clear who or what has the rights regarding 
its release. 

In other clown news, there was recently 
quite the hubbub at the Missouri State Fair 
in Sedalia. A rodeo clown (they prefer to be 
called "bullfighters" for luring bulls away 
from bucked riders, often getting trampled 
and gored in the process) donned a President 
Dbama mask, hung a broom out of the back of 
his baggy trousers and made some comments, 
including "This bull's gonna getcha, getcha, 
getcha, Dbama!" And the crowd went wild! 

Dverheard by fair officials, he was banned 
from future appearances. All rodeo clowns 
and rodeo participants must now undergo 
"sensitivity training" before being hired. 

The clown in trouble is Tuffy Gessling. 
However, he was only the voice heard over 
the loudspeakers! It was another clown, who 
wishes to remain anonymous, who wore the 
mask. Mr. Gessling has said the gag was not 
intended to be racist and that the elder Presi¬ 
dent Bush was once portrayed in a similar way. 

A long time ago, court jesters were the only 
members of society permitted to make fun of 
the royals. Clowns use pathos, pantomime and 
slapstick to poke fun at everyday life, society, 
human failings and, sometimes, our rulers. 
Much of their art is done in bad taste. They 
show us the side of human behavior we don't 
want to see, much like standup comics, who, 
by the way, never undergo sensitivity train¬ 
ing. Clowns are funny, yet they always seem 
so sad and forlorn. Nothing ever seems to go 
their way. 

It's dangerous work, being a clown.

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Great White Nope 

K.Flay wants to be anything but your favorite 
fair-skinned female rapper

K ristine Flaherty’s entire career 

started off as a dare. It was around 
the end of her freshman year at 
Stanford University, and she and a friend 
were hanging out in a dorm room, talk¬ 
ing about the condition of mainstream 
hip-hop—a style Flaherty felt had become 
cookie-cutter. “I was just complaining 
about that, and he challenged me to make 
a song,” Flaherty, 28, says. 

Flaherty penned a parody track called 
“Blingity Blang Blang” that she thor¬ 
oughly enjoyed putting together. From 
there, she wrote a few more parodies. By 
the following summer, she was designing 
her own beats and writing more sincere 
verses—all of which eventually led to her 
playing shows on campus as K.Flay (a 
nickname from her college days). “The 
whole time, it was a very genuine but 
random and innocent type of thing. I 
started to think about it in a serious way 
after I graduated college,” she says. “I had 
just gone through a breakup and I was 
trying to figure out what the hell I was 
doing with my life. I think I started mak¬ 
ing music that was a little bit more emo¬ 
tionally resonant. When that happened, 
something kind of clicked in my brain.” 

At this point, Flaherty is so dedicated 
to the K.Flay cause that she doesn’t tech¬ 
nically have a home. The closest thing to 
her own space is a storage unit in Yon¬ 
kers, New York, that’s housing her stuff 
while she lives on the road. She has yet to 
put out a full-length album and doesn’t 
quite know when she’ll throw one out 
there. In the meantime, she has picked 
mixtapes and EPs as her poison. August’s 
What If It Is is her latest, and that 
release’s “Rawks” provides a solid primer 
on K.Flay’s style. The track probes scat¬ 
tered images of strangers and apathetic/ 
indecisive moments in her own life, all 
while taking a hard look at herself—and 
she finds she isn’t too pleased. 

Sonically, Flaherty’s sleek, throb¬ 
bing beats draw much from indie rock 
and electronic music. Though her 
voice and fiow run along the same cur¬ 


rents as Dessa, Macklemore and Aesop 
Rock—indie hip-hop sorts who are 
prone to self-analysis, intellectualized 
lyricism and breathless cadence—she’s 
also responsible for “Party,” off her 2011 
mixtape I Stopped Caring in ’96. For that, 
K.Flay follows the same mold as Dr. 

Seuss’ Green Eggs and Ham and Limp 
Bizkit’s “Hot Dog” (for real) by mapping 
out a simple template and filling in the 
blanks with whatever rhymes come to 
mind: “Party with a mission, party with 
a condom/Party like a monk, party like 
John Bonham/Party with a turtle/Party 
in a line, a square, a circle.” “Party” skirts 
the line between championing the right 
to party, mocking excess and celebrat¬ 
ing for celebration’s sake. It’s futile to 
distinguish them, but that’s central to the 
song’s charm. 

With her name still on the rise, a signif¬ 
icant chunk of public interest in K.Flay is 
rooted in the novelty of her background. 
Aside from her stint at Stanford (where 
she majored in psychology and sociol¬ 
ogy), she’s also white, a woman and origi¬ 
nally from the upscale Chicago suburb 
of Wilmette. A 2012 Time Out Chicago 
story went the whole hog on building her 
up based on her background, calling her 
“rap’s great white, female hope,” but Fla¬ 
herty is less than enthusiastic about such 
a designation. 

“I hope I’m nobody’s great hope in 
any capacity,” she says with a chuckle. 
“There’s still something novel about a 
white girl rapping, but I hope the differ¬ 
ent releases I’ve put out extend beyond 
that label. Obviously, I am rapping at 
points, but there are songs on which I 
only sing and there are songs on the indie 
side of things. I see the project speak¬ 
ing a bit broader than that, but yeah, I 
shouldn’t be anybody’s hope.”

F or at least one Friday night this month, 
the Yost Theater will be on par with Las 
Vegas' hottest nightclubs. Presented by 
ClubKillers.com, Club Killer is the brainchild 
of KIIS-FM DJ and Anaheim native Alex 
Dreamz (born Alejandro Becerra). The 
"Wicked Wonderland" theme—dressed by 
Costa Mesa sex shop Wicked Chamber— 
will give the venue a playful yet mysterious 
ambiance, as lasers, confetti, glow sticks 
and giant LED walls will take club revelers' 
breath away. 

Dreamz will reign over the Santa Ana 
club with his usual band of culprits, Tekno 
Teddy and Shuffle Bunny; sexy go-go danc¬ 
ers; and a slew of talented DJs from the 
Club Killers family, bringing a banging med¬ 
ley of progressive house and Top 40 jams 
for a monthly residency of EDM debauch¬ 
ery. It's rare to see a DJ/remixer/producer 
throw a consistent club night without the 
help of promoters at a space as large as 
the Yost, but then few have as much experi¬ 
ence and brand recognition as Dreamz. 

For the past nine years, the tastemaker 
has been rocking the airwaves every Friday 
night from 10 p.m. to 2 a.m. on the No. 1 
radio station in the country. This has given 
the 30-year-old Dreamz access to the pulse 
of local pop culture, dance music and club 
life. "It's crazy," he says. "I get kids hitting 
me up, saying they've been listening to me 
since they were 10 years old and now they 
are aspiring to be DJs." 

The old-school raver has come a long 
way from nights at dingy warehouses, dig¬ 
ging for vinyl in the crates of Hollywood's 
long-gone record stores. Mesmerized by 
the art of deejaying at age 13, Dreamz had 


his sights so set on being a DJ that his 
friends would tease him. "Alex dreams too 
much," they would say, inadvertently coin¬ 
ing his DJ name. Back in the early days of 
MySpace, his artist page had a following 
from the mixtapes he would hand out on the 
streets. Dreamz was soon approached by 
KIIS-FM's music director, who offered him a 
position on the spot. "Though I was getting 
more into production at the time, the oppor¬ 
tunity seemed too good to pass up," says 
Dreamz. "Now I'm like, 'Damn I should have 
stuck with [producing],' but I'm thankful for 
the ride my career has taken me on." 

That ride includes having a Las Vegas 
residency at the hottest Wynn Resort 
nightclub, XS, in the days before EDM had 
taken over the strip. "I was playing songs 
such as Afrojack's 'Take Over Control' and 
Deadmau5's 'Faxing Berlin' on the radio and 
in Vegas long before the managing partners 
at XS even knew who they were," says 
Dreamz. Though he was scolded for playing 
too much house music at times, Dreamz 
continued to grow his brand through his 
remix work and his ClubKillers.com web¬ 
site. A couple of years ago, he saw the 
EDM shift, with super-star DJs suddenly 
getting the residencies. So he decided to 
focus on his Club Killers tour, which has 
been to the U.K., Ireland, Italy, Paris, Malay¬ 
sia, China, Japan, Mexico and all across 
Latin America. 

"Now that I have a staff of employees 
I can delegate and help to mentor these 
guys," says Dreamz. He plans to bring 
his House of Dreamz club night to places 
such as New Orleans; Charlotte, North 
Carolina; San Diego; Hollywood; and, of 
course. Orange County. Already having 
been enlisted to do remix work for artists as 
big as Britney Spears, the entrepreneur is 
now going back to his music and intends to 
release a debut album in 2014. 

Who knows where the club life experi¬ 
ence is headed in the next five years? 

Not long ago, celebrity hosts such as Kim 
Kardashian and Paris Hilton were all the 
rage. But what we do know is Dreamz has 
been feeding the masses with electronic 
music, mashups and even pop hits for 
so long that when this huge EDM bubble 
finally bursts, we believe he'll be inventing 
something new.

H ad I been to Sherwood Inn in Ana¬ 
heim before, I probably wouldn’t 
have taken my mom for a girls’ 
night out.
